Weather playing role in break in homicides? 


Chicago has gone 3 days 
without a reported killing

While New York recently made headlines af- 
ter going 12 days without a homicide, Chicago 
also is seeing a bit of a reprieve— going three 
days without a reported kilHng, a RedEye 
analysis of preliminary poHce data found. 

Chicago has not reported a homicide since 
Sunday, among the longest stretches to date 
this year. Two other times this year, the city has 
gone three consecutive calendar days without 
a homicide, according to RedEye data. 

Chicago poHce say the decline to ii killings 
so far this month versus one a day in January is 
the result of policing strategies, but one local 
criminologist says the bone-chilHng cold—

shot to death in what was Hkely a gang-related 
attack in West Englewood, police said. Chica- 
go homicide statistics could change, though, 
if victims of attacks die later or if police com- 
plete their investigations into deaths and re- 
classify the cases as homicides. 

Chicago Police spokesman Martin Ma- 
loney credited the homicide slowdown this 
month to poHce partnering with residents 
and community leaders, putting more officers 
on the street in high-crime areas and inter- 
vening in gang conflicts. 

Chicago typically goes at least five consecu- 
tive calendar days each year without a homi- 
cide, generally in the winter or spring months 
according to RedEye data. The longest streak 
in the past few years was in January 2012, 
when the city went seven consecutive days 
wiibrjiiy 31, homkidc.

what’s going on in the neighborhoods. Chi- 
cago shouldn’t celebrate a few days without 
homicides but should work toward that being 
the norm year-round, he said. 

“Any decrease in both shootings and in 
kilHngs is important but as long as there is 
someone still being shot and killed we can’t 
start feeling good. Being down [statistically] 
doesn’t mean anything to the family of some- 
one who was shot and killed this month,” 
Pfleger said. “I think we’ve got to be focused 
on how we stop it long term not just hold our 
breaths for a good week or a good month.” 

Though Chicago poHce officials typically 
downplay weather’s role in crime upticks or 
slowdowns, Lurigio said crime tends to follow 
weather patterns and this month’s dip in ho- 
micides is no exception.

Dogs found safe after 
pet day care van stolen

The silver van had been parked across the 
street from Daisy Bowers’ hair salon in the 
South Loop for more than a hour when she 
noticed a dog sitting alone in the front seat. 

“A dog was looking out the window to say 
‘Help me’ or ‘Come get me,’ ” Bowers said. “So 
I called 911, and within 10 or 15 minutes they 
were here and rescued the dogs.” 

Seven dogs in all were stolen along with the 
van at gunpoint as a driver was taking them 
from Urban Out Sitters, a pet day care center, 
to their owners around 3:50 p.m. Wednesday 
police said. 

Bowers said she spotted the van around 
8:30 a.m. Thursday as she arrived at her shop 
in the 2100 block of South Wabash Avenue. 
“I saw the van and then noticed the dog,” she 
said. “It’s too cold out here for anything that’s 
alive to be out there without any attention.” 

After she called 911, police found seven 
dogs in the van, shivering from the cold but 
otherwise OK. Officers were still on the scene 
when the dogs’ owners began showing up. 

One of them was Tad Tomita, 34, who said 
he heard the news from his aunt in Utah, who 
saw a story on Facebook. 

“So we drove down there,” Tomita said. 
“Mochi wasn’t in the van, so we were worried. 
But she was in another car. The female police 
officer, she was keeping her warm. And then 
we got her back, and she was so excited to see 
us and we were so excited to see her.” 

He had been searching for the miniature 
schnauzer since he got a call at work about 


the carjacking. 

“I didn’t quite comprehend what was going 
on. ... I was in a state of shock. This whole thing 
was so surreal,” Tomita said. “I came home 
right away and we made some phone calls and 
finally went over to Urban Out Sitters.” 

Tomita said he drove around the area into 
the night, “but then we felt it was getting un- 
safe for us to be out there. Started up again 
around 6 this morning. We were just so happy 
she’s back at home resting comfortably She 
had some nice food, she’s taking a nap. 

“I really didn’t think they’d be able to sur- 
vive in this weather,” he added. “Just amazing.” 

Police said they still are searching for the 
two men who carjacked the van at the inter- 
section of Milwaukee, Ogden and Chicago 
avenues. 

“They ordered {the driver] out of the car, 
they hopped in the car and took off,” said Jo- 
seph Giannini, owner of Urban Out Sitters. 
“Nobody was hurt, just shaken up.” 

He said the men were between 18 and 25 
years old. Police said one suspect was wear- 
ing a black puffy coat, and the other one was 
wearing a gray-hooded sweatshirt under a 
black jacket. 

Giannini said he doesn’t think the thieves 
knew the van was carrying dogs because it 
did not have any markings. The dogs were in 
cages back in the passenger area, he said. “I 
think they were more just trying to get a ride.” 

He said the dogs belonged to longtime 
clients. “These are dogs that are part of our 
family”

Superbug outbreak linked to medical scopes 


The Food and Drug Administration warned 
hospitals and medical providers Thursday 
that a commonly used medical scope may 
have facilitated the deadly outbreak of a su- 
perbug at UCLA. 

The warning comes after a Los Angeles 
Times report that two people who died at 
UCLA’s Ronald Reagan Medical Center 
were among seven patients there infected by 


a drug-resistant superbug. Hundreds of pa- 
tients at medical centers across the country 
may have been exposed to the bacteria. 

The FDA cautioned that the design of 
the scopes may make them more difficult to 
effectively clean, and the agency called on 
medical providers to meticulously wash the 
devices. But even washing the scopes may not 
be adequate, the FDA warned.

You know how most 
musicals are loud and

Years,” the big-screen 
adaptation of Jason Robert Brown’s piece 
that debuted in 2001 at Chicago’s Northlight 
Theatre and since has been produced off- 
Broadway and around the world. It’s remark- 
ably perceptive about love and commitment, 
cross-cutting between hope and devastation 
without an ounce of smugness. Many will

compare the structure, with jumps around 
the doomed five-year relationship of Cathy 
(Anna Kendrick) and Jamie (Jeremy Jordan of 
“Smash”), to 2009’s “(500) Days of Summer.” 
But “The Last Five Years” is hardly “(1800) 
Days of Jamie,” or anything like “Into the 
Woods,” which also starred Kendrick. Plus, 
“Years” attends to the needs and perspectives 
of both characters in its relationship with a 
deeper understanding than “Gone Girl.” 

It’s also hilarious at times. “Why am I try- 
ing so hard?” Cathy an aspiring actress forced 
to work at an Ohio theater camp each sum- 
mer for lack of better options, sings to herself 
during a New York audition. “These are the 
people who cast RusseU Crowe in a musical. 
Jesus Christ.” She’s lacking motivation in the 


competitive theater world, and Jamie’s ter- 
rific, motivating “The Schmuel Song” reveals 
how the person you love can cheer you up 
even when you think it’s impossible. Later, 
of course, his “If I Didn’t Believe In You” is 
reassurance masking a threat, signaling that 
it’s up to Cathy to be better and happier or 
things will go from bad to worse. 

That’s a thread in this work’s ball of ge- 
nius-tracking two people whose needs meet 
at the right time but whose relationship is 
complicated by the unexpected, and learn, in 
figurative terms, that the whole “in sickness 


and health” thing is a lot easier in health. 

Like it or not, personal relationships can 
be subject to professional woes, and Cathy 
and Jamie — amazingly handled by Kendrick 
and Jordan— experience the certain, the 
unpredictable and the never-imagined. And 
through excellent songs that bring the story 
and feelings to life without any extra words, 
writer-director Richard LaGravenese (a long 
way from his awful “P.S. I Love You” and who 
is a little restless with the camera, but no big- 
gie), crafts a wise, intimate portrait worthy of 
laughter and tears. Bravo.

How unfunny is “Hot

2”? A lousy movie

Likely bumped from its Christmas Day 
release because it’s a douchebaggery-bedaz- 
zled sack of misery, “HTTM2” is a movie 
that John Cusack didn’t want to make.

On their way into 
town his youngest daughter (Elsie Fisher) 
asks, ‘Are we in Mexico?” In fact, this is 
one of the nation’s poorest towns, and Jim, 
quickly feeling trapped in a place others have 
spent their whole lives, only transplanted 
his family (including an overqualified Maria 
Bello as the wife) after being fired for abusing 
his football players in both Minnesota and

Idaho. Anyone who took issue with Fletcher 
(J.K. Simmons) being allowed to get away 
with his teaching style in “Whiplash” (which 
I loved) will be happy to see Jim suffer some 
consequences. 

In McFarland, though, he changes his tune 
and finds an unexpected community after 
forming the school’s first-ever cross country 
team. It’s largely made up of young men who 
already have spent years working the fields 
or watching their dads leave for indefinite 
periods of time to do the same. These are not 
teenagers with a ton of opportunity or hope 
of changing their lives. So the excitement is 
real and the camaraderie feels true once Jim 
rounds up his runners, led by Thomas (Carlos 
Pratts), whose Unappreciative Father Sub- 
plot connects more than it did in the recent 
“Spare Parts.” 

Set in the late ’80s and directed by Niki 


Caro (“Whale Rider,” “North Country;” 
both great), the blessedly low-on-montages 
“McFarland USA” won’t win any awards in 
the surprise department and certainly can’t 
compare to even one episode of “Friday 
Night Lights.” (What can?) The ethnic-fish- 
out-of-water card gets played perhaps a few 
too many times, and the film could explore 


its kids’ lives and feelings a bit more deeply 
But there’s nobility in the long-distance runs, 
and this isn’t the story of a white man coming 
along to save the day It’s inspiring, authentic 
proof that a legacy and a family have to start 
somewhere. And it counts for something 
when a sports movie can get you choked up 
even when you know where the race ends.

Struggles to resolve 
its juvenile issues

“The DUFF” spends 
a lot of time trying to 
make the term “the 
DUFF” happen. It 
stands for “designated 
ugly fat friend,” and, 
yes, has an Urban 
Dictionary listing. 

But I refuse to believe this is something all 
the kids are saying. If it were, “The DUFF,” a 
formulaic high school comedy that’s anything 
but current, wouldn’t labor so extensively to 
defend its premise/title, which approximately 
six viewers will mistake as that Hilary/Haylie 
Duff documentary they’ve been hoping for. 

High school senior Bianca (26 -year-old 
Mae Whitman of “Parenthood”) learns of 
this cruel label when her next-door neighbor 
Wesley (26 -year-old Robbie Arnell), obvious- 
ly the quarterback of the football team and 
sometimes-boyfriend of the school’s head 
bitch (17-year-old Bella Thorne of “Blended”), 
identifies Bianca as such. It doesn’t matter 
that Bianca’s neither fat nor ugly Only that, 
widely perceived as the least-hot member of 
her appealingly loyal group of friends (Skyler 
Samuels, Bianca A. Santos), Bianca’s either 
ignored or treated as a non-threatening entry 
point to the nearby hotness. ‘Are you duffing 
me?” she later asks a guy she suspects only 
has interest in her pals. 

If I had to bet on whether duff would be- 
come globally used as a verb, I would bet no. 

Tbu know this movie will involve a mon-

tage of trying on clothes and a “whoa” mo- 
ment when dude sees Bianca in the kind of 
clothes she spends most of the movie avoid- 
ing. (Early on she prefers overalls, which 
recalls one of the few laughs in “Not Another 
Teen Movie.”) Adapting Kody Keplinger’s 
novel, first- time feature director Ari Sandel 
and writer Josh A. Cagan (“Bandslam,” a 
superior movie also featuring people too old 
to play high schoolers) fill “The DUFF” with 
many bad jokes, like Wesley accusing Bianca 
of being racist against jocks, or “jockcist.” At 
any age, no one likes people who embarrass 
themselves trying to be funny. 

The occasional savior is Whitman, who 
played Ann “Her?” Veal, a character whose 
plainness was a punchline, on ‘Arrested 
Development.” The actress brings such 
kindness to Bianca that the movie almost 
sometimes sort of works as empowering 
evidence of many teens’ flawed, self-esteem- 
driven perspectives. Usually it’s a poorly 
written reminder of the mediocrity of distant 
memories like “She’s All That” and “Whatev- 
er It Takes,” and another reason to be excited 
about the upcoming, spectacular. Sundance- 
winning coming-of-age film “Me and Earl 
and the E)ying Girl.” It’ll make you forget all 
about “The DUFF,” though you probably 
already have.

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RIVER NORTH GAINS 
A SPEAKEASY-STYLE 
BAR WITH A VERY 
AUTHENTIC EDGE

Authentic probably isn’t the first word that 
comes to mind when you think of the River 
North bar scene. (We’ll let you fill in that 
blank.) Bartender Liz Pearce (The Drawing 
Room, The Gage) hopes to change that with 
The Drifter, a speakeasy-style bar in the base- 
ment of Green Door Tavern. 

As soon as she saw the space, which previ- 
ously was used for private parties, she knew 
she had to have it. Unlike other Prohibition- 
style bars— and there are plenty— The Drifter 
comes with an authentic history From what 
Pearce has gathered, the building used to 
house an Italian market, which was actually a 
cover for a not-so-hidden speakeasy 

Open Wednesday through Saturday the bar 
offers a rotating menu of cocktails and quirky 
performances. On a recent night, my date and 
I ventured through Green Door, down the 


stairs and around the corner— until we came 
upon a couple waiting outside a knickknack- 
covered door. This must be it. 

Knock first 

I have to admit. I’m glad that couple 
arrived ahead of us. They led by 
example, providing the social 
cues we needed to get in— 
not that you need a password 
or anything. Their knock 
was answered by a friendly 
bouncer who escorted them 
inside —giving us a glimpse 
into the dimly lit, super-small 
space before the camouflaged 
door closed again. He returned a 
moment later to tell us the bar was at 
capacity (there’s room for 37 — damn that 
couple!) but that we could step inside to look 
at the menu. He handed us a small deck of 
tarot cards, apologized profusely for the wait 
and returned to his post next to the door. 

Dealer’s choice 

Without further instruction, it took us a 


moment to realize that the tarot cards were 
the menu. Each card represents a drink: A 
clever name is printed at the top, and the 
description sits below a classic tarot illustra- 
tion. Pearce said the unique concept aligned 
with her sometimes-fickle personality 
“It was important for me to have a 
menu that was easily changeable 
so we could swap out drinks to 
keep things fresh,” she said. 
Each night, the staff selects 
seven to ii drinks from the 
45-card stack. Like a real 
tarot card reading, some of 
the choice is left to chance. But 
to ensure a well-rounded menu, 
Pearce said she intervenes here and 
there. 

We flipped through the deck and plotted 
our first drinks: For me, the Leblon James 
Vesper (cachaca, gin, grapefruit liqueur, 
vermouth and chamomile bitters) and for my 
date. World Class Aspirations (apple brandy 
mezcal, agave and bitters). As if on cue, the 
bouncer came over to let us know it would 
be a bit longer— a group of 15-plus patrons 


dressed in steampunk garb had descended on 
the tight space and a 21st birthday party was 
heating up at the other end of the bar. Trans- 
lation: Barstools weren’t in our near future, so 
we caved and ordered our first round. 

Make new friends, keep the old 

Lucky for us, there was a lot to look at while 
we waited. If you’re going with the speak- 
easy theme, you might as well go all out— a 
thought that wasn’t lost on Pearce. She inher- 
ited a pile of antiques that had been collect- 
ing dust in the basement space and gave them 
a second life as bar decor. AbuUet-ridden 
Mobil Oil Pegasus hangs directly across from 
the American flag-draped bar. Opposite the 
knick-knacked entryway there’s a small stage 
(more on that later) concealed by a curtain, 
which doubles as a screen for projected “vin- 
tage soft-core— old burlesque, girls running 
around in underwear— Chicago at the turn of 
the century just interesting bits and pieces,” 
Pearce said. 

Sips and small plates 

Our drinks arrived moments later. Upon

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first sip, my date and I agreed this would be 
no place to spend your 21st birthday The 
cocktails are strong, complex and full of fla- 
vor-something I couldn’t appreciate until I’d 
tasted every variety of Smirnoff vodka. Leblon 
James— more of a nod to Leblon cachaca than 
the Cleveland Cavaliers player— was packed 
with floral and citrus flavors, and World Class 
Aspirations was warm and boozy with notes 
of apple. Halfway through the drinks, we were 
escorted to a table at the far end of the bar. 
Armed with a small plates menu and our tarot 
cards, we decided it was time to order a snack 
to balance out our booze fest. With only five 
options to choose from— most sourced from 
Green Door Tavern’s kitchen, others prepared 
behind the bar— we opted for sausage-stuffed 
peppers with tomato fondue ($8) and olives 
($6). Both plates were just OK— the peppers 
were rubbery and generally flavorless and the 
olives were, well, olives. 

We moved on to our second round of 
drinks: B.B. Gun (vodka, gin, spiced pear 
liqueur, ginger and prosecco) for me, Bols in a 
Vice (sherry, gin, Campari, sea salt and orange 
juice) for him. We both agreed the B.B. Gun 
was the star of the night. The light pink, deli- 
cate cocktail— served with a speared chunk 
of candied ginger— was punctuated with light 
bubbles and a hint of pear. 

A juggler walked into a bar 

Our wait was redeemed by the Silver Fox, an 
adorable, white-haired juggler who took the 
stage soon after we were seated. He juggled 
balls and rings, balanced stuff on his nose and 
provided 15 minutes of unbridled happiness 
for a crowd of 20 -somethings. Later, a 
contortionist made the stage her jungle 
gym and put my yoga skills to shame. The 
entertainment can’t be described as young, 
trendy or mainstream— and that’s a feat in 
River North. “We’re casual, gritty and rough 
around the edges. We are definitely trying 
to pick entertainment that goes with that,”

Pearce said. “It’s not beautiful women taking 
their tops off, there’s no pop music— we’re 
going for a more eccentric crowd.” 

The bottom line 

A hidden speakeasy-style bar in River North 
has all the makings to be pretentious and 
exclusive, neither of which describe The 
Drifter. The friendly staff, oddball per- 
formers and intimate vibe make this place 
approachable and impressive. Just when 
I thought speakeasy-style bars were so 
overdone. The Drifter redeems with expertly 
crafted cocktails and a rotating menu that 
lures you to return again and again.
